National coach Rale Rasic had a squad of 22 approved by the 
Australian Federation in preparation for the match against Iran in 
Sydney on August 18th. 

However as a squad of 18 only is to go to Teheran, the four 
unlucky players will be notified on August 6th. 

The national squad travelled to Newcastle last weék to play two 
matches against Northern N.S.W. before the 22 players. were named. 

Rasic's number one team gave an impressive display of power and 
skill to down Northern N.S.W. (A) 5-0 in a thrilling night match at 
Crystal Palace Wallsend while in an earlier game the National B team 
beat a Northern N.S.W. B team side 3-1. 

With interest quickening in the match against Iran, it is something 
to learn of a poll recently conducted by the mass-circulation "France 
Football". Tipsters from 48 countries had their selections for the final 
16 to go to Munich published and all but six chose Australia to Win 
group 16 (4 tipped Iran and 2 chose South Korea) 

Only two other nations, Italy and Sweden, carried stronger support 
than Australia to win their respective elimination groups. 

Part of the reason for this would obviously have been the public- 
ation of our match results ( about all we can expect to get) in overseas 
journals. Iraq were strongly tipped before the sub group elimination 
and Australia's 3-1 and 0-0 results against them must have looked good 
on paper. What is overlooked of course, is that Iraq were laboring under 
an enormous handicap, but this is what coach Teleki explains " I had to 
buy them proper boots in Sydney : at home, on their sand pitches in 
Baghdad heat they only wear gym boots ", he said "So what do you 
expect of them ?" 

Tt was not the matches against Iraq that frightened Australian 
fans however. It was those two nerve-wracking draws against our near 
neighbours across the Tasman, New Zealand. 

That the Australian team were drawn into playing the same poor 
standard of soccer that the Kiwis produced was something that undoubtedly 
must have given Rale Rasic cause for concern. In fact aj from two 
half hour bursts ( against Iran and New Zealand) plus the full match 
against Indonesia when the chips were down, the Australian team did 
little to inspire confidence. However one feels, that now Johnny 
Warren is back, a Richards-Rooney-Warren midfield combination would, 
if selected, dominate that area of the park and give Australia much 
added push up front. 

THat appears unlikely though as Rooney, injured last weekend in: 

a club match, despite giving his all in matches and leading just about 
every star player contest in Sydney, is not one of the selector's 
favourites partly because he lacks just that little bit of finesse in 
his distribution. 

Australia's real strength lies in its defence which, although it 
conceded six goals ( four against the Kiwis) generally exuded an air 
of reliability that was heartening. 

Let us take a look at the players who have the task of seeing 
Australia through the World Cup clash with Iran.

JIM FRASER (St George Budapest) Goalkeeper Aged 25. Currently the no.1 
Australian keeper enjoying a fantastically successful season with his club 
Fraser was a member of the 1969 World Cup squad and returned to the 
National team again in 1971 during the absence of Jack Reilly. Fraser then 
lost his position to Ron Corry but has again forced himself onto the scene 
with first class performances. Speed and courage are his greatest assets. 
JIMMY MILISAVIJEVIC (J.U.S.T.) Goalkeeper Aged 19. Australian born of 
Yugoslav parentage Milisavljevic has ousted Jack Reilly from the number one 
spot in the Victorian State Representative team. He played an excellent 
match for Victoria against the National Squad recently and is very much 
under the eye of the National Coach to fill one of the goalkeeper spots 
for the World Cup encounter. He is extremely agile and has good judgement. 
Perhaps he lacks a little in height but more than makes up for this by his 
excellent fitness and quick reactions. Obviously a big future lies ahead 
for this young player. 

HARRY WILLIAMS (St.George) Fullback aged 22.Was in Canberra earlier this 
year. Harry burst on the Sydney club scene with tremendous impact in 1970 
after a quick promotion from junior and reserve ranks. Selected in the 
National Squad for the World tour the same year. After a brief eclipse 

in 1971, re-established himself as one of the country's top fullbacks in 
1972 and fully deserved to return amongst Australia's best 22 players this 
year. ; 

COLIN CURRAN (Western Suburbs) Defender aged 24, Curran is Australian born 
and developed his soccer in Newcastle, a stronghold of the game for many 
years. He represented Australia in the World Tour 1970 producing outstand 
-ing performances in each and every game. Curran is expected to fill the 
vacancy which resulted from Bobby Hogg breaking his leg and his ferocious 
defending and overlapping tactics should prove a considerable asset for 
the World Cup matches ahead. , 

GEORGE HARRIS (St.George) Defender aged 24 years. One of the bright 

young stars of Australian soccer who had a meteoric rise to the top. Fast 
and forceful, he favours the modern overlapping style of European full- 
backs and likes nothing better than to join his forwards with lightning 
forays down the wing. At times he really plays as one of the Australian 
team's wingers and his crosses spell danger for the goalkeeper. Despite 
his relatively small] stature his tackling is fierce and it will take a 
clever forward to get the better of this stout hearted player. Made his 
international debut against Israel earlier in November, 1971. 6 caps. 

JOHN WATKISS (Hakoah-Eastern Suburbs) Stopper aged 32. Last played for 
Australia against Dundee last year but seems a natural choice to replace 
the injured Manfred Schaefer. 

BILLY VOTJEK (South Sydney Croatia) 

Ex-Melbourne forward recalled to national duty to improve the forward 
work Scored two against Northern N.S.W. 

ERNIE CAMPBELL (Marconi~Fairfield) Another recalled to boost the attack 
after outstanding club form. 

PETER OLLERTON (Apia) Forward aged 22 years. Tall fair haired player was 
born in England and arrived in Australia some two years ago. Moved from 
Victoria this year and has had a most successful season with Apia, He 
possesses a fine shot and is particularly good with his head. Ollerton 
could help Rale Rasic in his search for strikers.

JOE ALAGICH (Yugal Prague) Forward aged 30.The feature of his play is speed 
and is a frequent goalscorer. Has played over 100 games for his club Was 

a member of the 1969 World Cup squad. 

BRANKO BULJEVIC (J.U.S.T.) Striker aged 26 . Ball playing winger or inside 
forward who can be a sure fire match winner with tricky footwork, feints, 
and bewildering bursts of speed. No mean shot either. 5 selections 

MAX TOLSON (Marconi-Fairfield) Striker aged 28 years. Fast tough and rugged 
spent three years as a professional in England. Tall and good with his head 
DOUG UTJENSENOVIC (StGeorge) Defender aged 27 years. An elegant ball playing 
defender whose impeccable technique is a great asset in a tight situation. 
His ability to work the ball out of a mass of players, then lay on a 

perfect pass to set his forwards back on attack delights spectators. First 
selected for Australia last year. 3 caps. 

PETER WILSON (Safeway United) Defender 27 years.Australia's captain has 

been in the National side since 1970. His flowing blond hair makes it 
impossible not to notice him on the football fields and he is sure favourite 
of the crowds. 14 sélections. 

JOHN WARREN (StGeorge) Midfielder 30 years old. The best known and liked 
soccer player in Australia whose name has become synonymous with the game in 
recent years. A Bachelor of Economics and Journalist Warren has made a 
miraculous recovery from serious ligament trouble and bounced back to his 
best form. Last year he added to his fame when he was "Dux" of the Second 
Asian Coaching Course in Kuala Lumpur. Warren is an inspiration to the 

team and with 36 caps is Australia's longest serving player. 

RAY RICHARDS (Marconi-Fairfield) Midfielder aged 30. Selected for Australia 
in 1967 and went on World Tour 1970. A husky half back with a lethal shot 

is a favourite of the crowds with his long throws. Won a niche in Aust- 
ralian soccer history in June 1972 when he marked the great Pele out of 

the Australia v Santos match in Sydney without a single foul going against him. 
JIM MACKAY (Hakoah-East Syd.) Midfielder aged 29. The "artist" of the team. 
Endowed with a brilliant technique the blonde star adds sparkle and creativity 
to the National side. A real class player. All round player with 11 caps. 
JIMMY ROONEY (Apia~Leichhardt) Midfielder aged 28. Originally a Victorian 
Rooney has exquisite ball control and when in the mood his probings and 
openings can be quite irresistable. Has been plagued with injuries 8 Caps, 
ADRIAN ALSTON (Safeway United) Striker aged 25. Alston's height makes him a 
match winner with his head thereby his nickname "Noddy" He is also adept in 
beating his opponent man to man as he possesses one of the most devastating 
body swerves in Australian football. Rejoined his old club Safeway this year 
from St, George 16 selections. 

JOHN MCDONALD (Auburn) Midfielder aged 25 years. A new face in the Australian 
squad, this industrious player earned his place in the 1972 touring party 
after a great Sydney season. Although he favours a deep lying "fetch and 
carry'' role, he is a master of the art of the fast breakaway and has scored 
a great many goals. 1 selection 

RAY BAARTZ (Hakoah-East Suburbs) Striker aged 26 years. Unanimously regarded 
as Australia's best striker, the goalscorer par excellence. His left foot 
shot is deadly and is a danger anywhere within shooting distance. Vastly 
experienced has represented 32 occasions. 

ATTILA ABONYI (St.George) Striker aged 27. Revealed himself to the Australian 
public at large during the 1967 Asian tour when he was top scorer in the 
Saigon Tournament with 13 goals. His exploits brought him instant fame and a 
quick transfer from Melbourne to Sydney. A delicate, fragile artistic player 
he can be a match winner when the mood strikes him. 26 selections.

Sixteen players, a manager and a coach will leave Canberra on the 
morning of the 3rd at 10.40 a.m and return at 7.10 p.m of the 9th of 
September. 

This trip is no junket, during the championships the cream of 
junior talent from all states will be on display and everything possible 
is done by the A.S.F. through the Queensland Federation to give the 
tournament ''star™ status. 

Over the years in the A.C.T. a number of senior players have been 
found to have "kicked on"'after taking part in the National Youth 
Championships. In recent years Walter Valeri and John Davies played in 
the Championships for the A.C.T and are members of the current A.C.T. 
Representative squad. 

It is of course a logical development and one of the reasons small 
Federations such as the A.C.T. are prepared to enter the championships 
each year and in doing so contribute so heavily in terms of money to get 
the team as well prepared and outfitted as resources allow. 

The total cost of getting A.C.T. teams (under 16's to Brisbane and 
under 15's to Melbourne) is closer to three thousand dollars than two 
and in 1973 it does appear that we wiil be sending teams away which 
have been training and playing together for almost six months with justi 
fied hopes of doing better than ever before.

PLAYER CONTRACTS. 


With season 1973 now entering the "Cups" period it is consistent 
for Federation Clubs to start locking at their playing strengths with 
1974 in view. 
Already the rumour are starting to fly with so-and-so going to 
such-and-such a club etc. 
This is the same pattern as in former years with an important 
difference and the difference is over "contract" players. The insistence 
of the Federation ia having all contracts and contract players register 
ed with the Federation in season 1973 revealed that players previously 
Claimed as "contract" had not in fact signed any. document. 
So the number of contract players in A.C.T. soccer is officially 
down on previous seasons but this wil make negotiations between clubs 
so much easier in the future. 
Generally speaking Olympic and Queanbeyan City placed their players 
on contract, some Juventus players some Monaro and some Croatia-Deakin 
are similarly held for 1973. 
It is therefore a good time to remind players and clubs of their 
duties in regard to contraets and so avoid misunderstandings later. 
The ACTSF Constitution like all constitutions remains largely 
unread around the clubs so to refresh on regulations the following are 
quoted: - ¢ 
7.42 Each club mugt indicate in writing to each contract players 
registered for the club by 15th October of each year the intention 
or otherwise of the club to retain the services of that player for 
the coming season and the terms under which the contract is to be 
issued. 

7.43 Each club shall forward to the Secretary by 31st October of each 
year : 

(a)A list of registered contract Players of the club whose 
services the club wishes to retain, referred to hereafter 
as the Re tained List. This list must contain not more 
than 11 names for each team playing in the ACTSF competition 
for the coming year and not more than 22 names 

(b)A list of registered contract players of the club whose 
regulations they are prepared to transfer to other clubs, 
referred to hereafter as the Open-to-transfer List. 

7.44 The Open-to-transfer List from any club shall include: 

(a) Full name of each player 

(b) Date of birth of each player 

(c) Transfer fee required for each player 

7.45 The names of contract players who decline to be registered under the 
terms offered by the club must be placed on the Open-to-transfer List 

7.46 Any contract player whose name does not appear in the Retained or Open 
to-transfer List of his club shall be deemed to be a free player and 
shall be at liberty to sign for any other club as he chooses. The 
Executive may if necessary issue a clearance for any player who is so 
released. 


continued 


7.48 The Secretary shall immediately after the 31st day of October of 
each year compile a full list of retained and open-to-transfer 
contract players within the ACTSF and a list of freed contract 
players whose names appear on neither list. These lists shall be 
simultaneously mailed to all clubs at their last known postal 
address. Such lists shall contain the transfer fee of all players 
placed on the open-to-transfer list. 

7.49 No non-contract player may be placed on a retained list 
or open-to-transfer list and no sum may be paid or 
received for the transfer of a registration of a non- 
contract player. 


7.80 Anon-contract player transferring to another club as a 
non-contract player must remain a non-contract player for 
a further period of twelve months. 


Due notice to Club secretaries will go forward in the normal way 
but as most clubs start breaking up for the summer around the 

. October period, the sooner club executives begin talks with players 
the better. 


What is wrong with next week? 


While on the subject of transfers etc., the question of transfer and 
signing on fees is to receive the attention of the Regulation 
Review Committee but as the Regs stand at the moment the following 
applies ;- 


7.51 No club may offer any player any fee or other inducement in 
lieu of a fee in order to obtain a transfer of that player from 
another club nor shall any club pay any player a signing-on fee 
or other payment in lieu of such fee. 


and also 


7.57 No club official or other person may induce or attempt to 
induce a registered player of another club to leave for any purpose 
whatsoever the club for which he is registered. 


7.59 No club may enter into a contract with any player who is a 
registered player from any other club within the A.C.T.S.F. or outside 
thereof without a written clearance from that club. 


It is obvious that there will be some hard bargaining over the 
coming couple of months but players and club officials will need to 
exercise care in their dealings.
